THREE INJURED IN CRASH 


Hospital in Woburn was Chester 
Carpenter, aged 24 of 2 Chan- 
dler Road. Still hospitalized 
at the Lowell General Hospital 
are Arthur Lynch Jr.., age 24, 
and Robert McHugh, age 26. 
Released from the Lowell Gen- 
eral was Richard McHugh, age

A tube had been inserted in 
his throat to facilitate his 
breathing. Multiple fracture 
of the skull is suspected, but 
doctors have been unavle to 
determine the exact location.

He is on the danger list 
at the hospital. 

Robert McHugh, at latest re- 
ports, is responding to treat- 


ment, though still in a very 
critical condition.

and lost several teeth. 

Richard McHugh is at his home 
on Church Street and is re- 
ceiving out-patient treatment 
at the Lowell General. 

Arthur Lynch, Jr. is the son 
of School Committee Chairman 
Arthur Lynch, and the McHugh 
brothers are ‘the sons of Peter 
“.cHugh of Church Street. Car~- 
penter’s parents are deceased. 

The accident occurred when 
the car in which the men were 
riding on Salem Street, toward 
North Reading, side-swiped a 
parked truck and were hit by 
an on-coming car.

PERMANENT BUILDING COMMITTEE 
UNI PORM BUILDING APPROACH 
RECOMMENDED 
In a report released to the 
press on ‘Tyesday at the Town 
Ratt. the “oint Subcommittee 
on Planning and Construction 
of new Schools recommended. a 
new approach to the school 
building problem, the scrap- 
ping of the present plans for 
the proposed Glen Road School, 
the appointment of a.pexmanent 
Town Building Committee, and 
the building of a twelve-room 
elementary school off Glen Rad, 
to be ready for use by Sept. 
of 1959. The plans to be dev- 
elopea for that school would 
be adaptable to other element- 
ary schools to be built later. 
According to the report, the 
proposed permanent Town Build- 
ing Committee of five members 
would be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen for over- 
lapping three-year terms. In 
addition to these five ap- 
pointed members, one advisory 
member would be designated 
from each of the following a- 
gencies’ Selectmen, Finance 
Committee, Planning Board and 
Town Manager. A member of the 
School Committee and the Sup- 
erintendent of Schools would 
serve as advisory members in 
all building projects per- 
taining to the schools. Ad- 
visory members would have no 

voting power. 

The permanent Town Building 
Commi ttee would be concerned 
with all town building, in- 
cluding new schools, 

With the intention of build- 
ing for school needs as they 
become actual necessities, the 
report recommended that the 
present plans for the Glen Rd. 
School be scrapped, and that 
new plans, by an architect 
with ability to produce low- 
cost schools, using standard- 
ized specifications, be drawn 
up. Bids for the new plans 
would be submitted so that the 
twelve-room building would be 
ready by Sept., 1959, at which 
time these rooms will be act- 
ually necessary. ,t is expect- 
ed that the addition to the 
High School will take care of 
all class-room needs until 
that time, according to a new 
schedule submitted by Super- 
intendent of Schools Collins, 

A recommendation is further 
made that an eight-room ele- 
mentary school be built in the 
Shawsheen-Avenue-Aldrich Road 
area for the school year 1960- 
1961, 

Tentative recommendations 
suggest the building of an e- 
lementary and/or an inter- 
mediate school be built in the 
North Wilmington area in 1961 
or 1962. 

The report emphasized that 
its recommendations were not 
to be taken as criticism of 
the Elementary School Building 
Committee, whose decisions 
were made in the light of in- 
formation then available and 
for the best interests of the 
town.

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IT HAD TO COME 
A few months ago, in this column we predict- 


ed that “oe Courtney would be leaving the Town 
of Wilmington for other climes. We didn't know 
when, but it could be read, as it were, in the 
ecards. Any man who made the record that Joe 
made in the Town of Wilmington was earmarked 
for bigger and better things. 

The offer which Joe accepted was not the 
first that had come his way. It was, as a mat— 
ter of fact the second which had come from the 
State "ouse, and there were others. 

We reported in this paper that he had been 
offered the City eben 5 position in Medford, a 
position paying $15,000 a year, and that he had 
turged it down. 

e was also offered a position in Connecti- 
cut, as a research assistant, at about the same 
time. The way the offer read he could have per- 
haps named his own salary. 

But for better or worse Joe is now going to 
be in the State level, instead of in a munici- 
pal level. Frankly we think his training, in 
school, in \edford and in Wilmington have all 
been invaluable to him in his new position. 

It is pyetty hard to describe in a few words 
just what Yoe will be doing, but the commission 
for which he will be working is one that inves- 
tigates needs of the state, and reports on 
those needs to the Governor and to the Legis- 
lature. ye can, for instance, be asked to study 
the school-aid program, or the highway program, 
or anything else in a dozen or so subjects of 
state legislation. 

Such a commission has long been needed in 
Massachusetts, as Governor Furcolo pointed out 
in his first annual message. [t can and probab- 
ly will do a lot of good for this Commonwealth. 
And we think Yr. Courtney is peculiarly well 
fitted for the position which he has accepted.
